2. Refolved, That this Houfe is ready to make every exer- 
tion lin it» power, to enable his Majelty to reprefs and fubdue 
all-infutreQions and rebellions againft his lawful authority— 
trufting that, his Majefty will temper adts of neceflary feverity 
‘with mercy, and never lofe fight of that equitable and pro- 
tecting policy which, by the redrefs of all real gricvances, 
may fecureto him the loyalty Zconfidence, and affection of his 

ople. ‘ pi 

ts Refolved, That it is the opinion of this Houfe, that al 
though at all times we hall be ready, by all juft means, to 
maintain the unity of the Britifh empire, and our connection 
with Ireland as an integral part of that empire ; yet we never 
can believe that it is his Majelty’s with to fupport or counte-. 
nance the principle of permanently governing that country as a 
conquered and hoftile country—a principle no lefs contrary to 
the fundamental maxims of univerfal juftice, than to the mutual 
interefts‘of the two'kingdome. 
4. Refolved, That, in the opinion of this Houle, it is the 
duty of his Majefy’s Minitters to.advife his Majefty, that he 
would be gracioufly pledfed to repeat the recommendation he 
made through the Lord Lieutenant of treland to the Legifla-
